One Night in Oell Causes 
Washington Sinclair's De- 
cision to Obey Court. 


GIRLS WILL SEE MOTHER 


“Tl Have Known Her a Long 
Time,’ His Only Com- 
ment on Former Wife. 


After 24 hours in the Clayton Jail, 

Washington Sinclair, who refused to 
ibey the order of Judge McElhinney to 
ake his children to see their mother, 
his divorced wife, at Suburban Garden 
on alternating Sundays, changed his 
mind Thursday and so announced to 
the court. 

Brought before the court at noon, Bin- 
clair was asked if he had changed his 
views on the subject. Half-heartedly 
he said that he had and that he would 
comply with the court's order. 

“It will take a more postitive state- 
wnent than that,"’ said Judge McElhin- 
ney. He remanded Sinclair to Jail until 
the caste of the case are paid and tn- 
til he is more positive in his declara- 
tion that he will follow the cpurt’s in- 
etructions. 

At first the other prisoners were in- 
clined to foke with Sinclair in a spirit 
of good-fellowship, but he rebuffed their 
efforts by his silence. He showed him- 
self equally impervious to the sarcastic 
humor in which they indulged them- 
selves within his hearing. Now they 
let him alone. 


Sinclair refused to discuss with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter his reasons for 
preferring jail to obedience to tlie 
Court's order, further than to make this 
interesting statement: 

“Tl have known her (his former wife) 
for a long time.’ 

Mrs. Della Pearl Butz, mother of the 
children, now wife of Joseph Butz, a 
farmer, living near Carsonville, St. 
Louis County, declares that she will re- 
gain possession of her daughters. When 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter Thurs- 
day, she was putting away two new 
and two new silk dresses which 
she had made for the children, and Sin- 
clair’s failure to obey the Court's order 
had prevented her bestowing on them 

Previous to the divorce from Sinclair, 
three years ago, Mra. Sinclair says, 
she was in City Hospital. 

“While I was there,’ she said, ‘I 
wrote to him ead asked him to bring 
the children to me, as I did not expect 
to ever leave the hospital. He came 
alone and would not talk about the 
children. He abused me, and asked 
why I had not paid for some wire 
fence, which I had ordered at his re- 
quest. 

“I have gone to Easton Heights to 
see the girls, and his family has 
snatched them away from the windows 
for fear I would see them. They would 
not even allow them to look at their 
mother. 

“I am determined to have my chil- | 
dren. Nothing but death can stop me/| 
now. I am better able to care for them 
than he is.’ 

Mrs. Butz is of frail appearance. but 
her eyes flash in a way that indicates 
that she will make an earnest fight 
for possession of the children.

Henry Stein of St. Charles County is 
a Spartan father who is giad his son 
was arrested for what he believes to be 
his first offense, because he hopes the boy 
will learn a lesson which will keep him 
from offending again. 

Although he feels deeply his son's dis- 
grace and fears his invalid wife will not 
survive the grief caused by it, he com- 
mends the authorities who are prose- 
cuting him for doing their duty, and 
will let his son take the consequences 
of his fault. 

The son is Charles Stein, who was ar- 
rested Wednesday at Belleville on the 
charge of robbing a ~- relative, Fred 
Bruer of 307 Weber avenue, Belleville, 
with whom he has been staying for six 
months, of $ and some jewelry. After 
Policeman Dempcy Neal arrested Stein 
he notified Henry Stein, the father, by 
telephone. 

Although the father is an old soldier, 
70 years old, gray and bent, he rode on 
horseback to the railroad Thursday 
morning to catch a train for St. Louis, 
whence he went to Belleville. 


His son was waiting in Justice Wan- 
gelin’s office for préliminary examina- 
tion when Mr. Stein arrived. The father 
broke into sobs as he entered the room. 


“My sen, my son,” he faltered, with 
his hands extended, “this will drive 
your mother ve.” 

The son, who Is an unmarried man of 
3, hung his head and said nothing. 

“But I was an officer once nyo Bi t 
continued the old man, trying tor 
his composure, “and I am gla that 
got nv on your first offense.’ 

Still crying bitterly, he was led to an- 
opther room. 

After the accused had waived prelim- 
inary examination and had been taken 
to jail in default of $500 bond, his father 
reiterated to Justice Wangelin that he 
was giad his son had been caught on 
his first offense. “All who violate the 
law should be punished,"’ he said to the 
Justice. 

He learned that Policeman Neal, who 
was standing by, had arrested his son.

CRAFTING CHARGE 


Kansas Legislator Said to Have 
Profited to Extent of Nearly 


$14,000 in Chickasaw: War- 
rant Deals. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. %4.—A _ report 
prepared at the Interior Department 
and which seriously reflects upon Sena- 
tor Joseph Ralph Burton of Kansas 
was sent to the Department of Justice 
yesterday afternoon. It charges him 
with profiting to the extent of nearly 
$14,000 in pressing Indian claims before 

the Interior Department. 

The report is one of the results of an 
investigation that has been going on for 
months into irregularities in manipula- 
tion of Chickasaw national fund anu 
school warrants. As a consequence of 
this investigation several indictments 
Rave been returned at Muskogee. 

It is understood that the fact tending 
to indicate the Senator's connection 
with the irregularities were discovered 
while the special agents of the Interior 
Department were probing the _ school 
warrant scanda!, which has been agitat- 
ing officers of the Indian Bureau for 
several months. 

The assertions made in the report and 
stated as facts make Senator Burton's 
relations tu the Interior, Department 
similar to these cases in which he acted 
before the Postoffice Department when 
representing the Rialto Grain and Se- 
curities Co. of St. Louis. 

On account of his connection with 
that case he was indicted and convicted, 
although the Supreme Court remanded 
the case to St. Louis for another trial. 
The second trial to take 
place in the October term of the Federal 
Court at that place. 

The report puts the 
Justice in possession of a 
Chickasaw national fund 
which the report declares were issued 
to Senator Burton and Z. P. Burton 
for services as attorneys. The warrants 
total neariy $14,000. -They were all !is- 
sued in Senator Burton's term of office.

Eyes and Ears of Factory Girls; Many 
Molested on Their Way to and From Work 


omen Living 
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SHADED PORTION SHOWS 


y 
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Those Employed There Unwilling Witnesses of Their Revelry 
—Men Annoy Those Who Have to Pass the Houses. 


Complaint on behalf of 280 girl em- 


ployes of the Courtney Shoe Co., Twen- 


ty-first street and Lucas avenue, has 
been made concerning actions of wom- 
en living in that neighborhood. 

Several times the matter has been re- 
ported to the Police Department, but ap- 
parently without result. 

These women occupy flats in the im- 
mediate vicinity, and the girls looking 
out of the factory windows are com; 
pelled to witness much that is objec- 
tionable. Many of the girls working in 
the factory are not more than 16 years 
old. 

A saloon occupies the northwest cor- 


ner of Twenty-first street and Lucas 


avenus. North of the saloon on Twen- 
ty-first street, and directly across the 
street from the Courtney Shoe Co.'s 
place, is a row of flats with four en- 
trances and eight doors opening on 
Twenty-first street. 

There is another row of four One-story 


‘connected houses on Lucas avenue just 


west of Twenty-first street. These 
houses, also, are occupied by women. 
The sights and sounds of the neigh- 
borheod are poisonous to the minds of 
the factory girls who are obliged to 
earn a living by daily toll. In many 
instances they are the support of helip- 
less mothers. In other cases there are 
younger children dependent upon them. 


Almost without exception their wages 
go to help out the inccmes of their fam- 
ilies, needed for the purchase of the 


Girls Resent Surroundings. 
bare necessaries of life. 

The girls themselvés keenly resent be- 
ing compelled to come into contact with 
such surroundings when they go to their 
daily tasks. 

They urge that the neighborhood in 
which they work for an honest living 
should be freed of all that is objection- 
able. 

It is complained that they, and also 
a number of girls employed in an ad- 
jacent laundry, are often invited by 
women to enter their houses, especially 
to take part in Saturday and Sunday 
night dances and to hear the music. 


Danger to 300 Girls. 


Nearly 300 factory girls in this one 
instance are placed in an environment 
exceedingly perilous to their future. It 
is through no fault of theirs or their 
employers.

GOV. FOLK SPEAKS 


ON REIGN OF LAW 


Missouri Executive Tells New 
York ee ae “Reign 
of Graft Is assing.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 24.—Gov. 
Joseph W. Folk of Missouri, at the 
Chautauqua assembly yesterday after- 
noon, made an address in which he dis- 
cussed the reign of law, which he de- 
clared is everywhere taking the place 
of the reign of graft. 

In proof of it, he cited what has peen 
accomplished in St. Louis and Philadel- 
phia, and the evidences of a more active 


and courageous public spirit in New 
York City and State. 

“This awakening of the pwhbdlic con- 
science is, indeed, encouraging to lovers 
of good government everywhere,” he 
said. “It shows that the people are, 
indeed, supreme if they can only be 
aroused. That is the difficulty, and 
that is the lesson which must be 
learned in New York. P 

“People will no longer respond to the 
sounding brass of mere party names, 
but the party must atand for some- 
thing, mean something clean and de- 
cent now. The people are beginning to 
realize that a rascal is a rascal whether 
he calls himself a Republican or a 
Democrat. It may not make such a 
great difference whether New York goes 
Democratic or Republican this fall, but 
it does make a great deal of difference 
whether it goes honest or dishonest. 

“There are many forms of grafting 
which remain to be assailed, and you 
have these problems in New York as 
much or more than anywhere else. 
When those connected with great cor- 
porations use the money they hold in 
trust for the people for «their own 
profit, that is grafting. 

“When anyone obtains a monopoly on 
some necessity of life and extorts from 
the people a price greater than the 
necessary price, that is graft. It is the 
duty of all good men and women boid- 
ly to fight these things, no matter what 
party they are in.”

Twelve Others Have Been 
Attacked Near Cincinnati 
Cemetery and Police Admit 
They Are Without Clew. 


GIRL RECOVERS TO TELL 
OF MURDEROUS ASSAULT 


Description of Assailant Exact- 
ly Conforms to Those Given 
by Others Who Were Seized 
in the Same Manner. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 24. 
squares of Spring Grove Cemetery, 
near which Cincinanti’s mysterious 
slayer has Killed five girls and murder- 
ously attacked a dozen others, within 
a little more than a year, another girl, 
Elsie McGrath, 17 years old, was found 
early this morning, nearly dead. 

Miss McGrath had been 
friends on.the North ‘Side and on her 
way home about 11 o'clock was obliged 
to traverse a lonely path near the 
cemetery When almost opposite the 
south side gate of the burying ground 
a man she describes being short 
and -heavy set sprang out of the dark- 
ness and with a curse grabbed her by 
the throat. 


Unconscious -for-Hours. 

The last she remembers is when she 
was borne to the ground in the strong 
arms of the assailant after being 
struck on the head with a blunt instru- 
ment. Left for dead she lay in the 
lonely epot unconscious from 11 o'clock 
last night until early this morning, 
when discovered by passersby. 

She soon recovered sufficiently to teil 
her story. After that she again lapsed 
into unconsciousness apd it 
she will not survive. 

In the hope of obtaining some tangible 
evidence as to the murder of the other 
girls the police are putting forth their 
best efforts to locate the fiend, but have 
practically nothing but the description 
given by many of his intended victims, 
which has always been the same. 


Near Lovers’ Lane. 


The assault on Miss McGrath occurred 
a few blocks distance from Lovers’ 
Lane, where Lulu Mueller gave up her 
young life. A well-paved street has suc- 
ceeded the lonely path where the mur- 
der occurred. It is also not very far 
from the Cumminsville telephone ex- 
change, where Alma Steinway was em- 
ployed. 

Neither is it far from the place where 
May McDonald was found with terrible 
injuries from which she died later. 

A ten-minute walk will cover the dis- | 
tance between the scene of the assault | 
and the locality in which a gardener’s 
daughter was murderously assaulted. 

The latest outrage lends additional 
color to the Impression that the short! 
heavy-set man who was seen in the! 
the evening of the} 
murder of the Steinway girl and the 
man of like physique who attacked the | 
girl last night are one and the same/| 
person. | 

Balked by the acuteness of the assas- | 
sin in evading skilled detectives, the po- 
lice are hopeful that developments of 
an interesting nature will spring from 
the latest crime.

He was then led to the home of Mi- 
chael Feist, where Mrs. Dominic and 
the four children were spending the 
night. The men declared there had been 
trouble between Dominic and his wife, 
and they compelled the two to shake 
hands.

Charge of Trespass in Busch’s

By William Ewing Love. 
Apropos of Mr. Roosevelt's critique on 
the werk of the Maine woods poet, the 
question comes uppermost: What is 
genius, and must genius prove fecund, 
that its quality may be placed beyond 
dispute? The true and only definition 
of literary genius is: that faculty of 
brain and spirit which enables the. com- 
poser to so convey his thought and 
feeling that the directly responsive 
cord in the soul of the reader or audli- 
tor shall be awakened to vibration. The 
man of genius feels what he wries, and 
he so expresses that feeling that the 
reader and auditor are involuntarily 
swayed by the emotions experienced by 
the author. All men are capable of in- 
tense emotions, but few are gifted with 
the spiritual and intellectual combina- 
tion indispensable to the clothing with 
living words what they feel. When a 
man can intensely FEEL and can nice- 
ly choose from the language the words 
which will carry to others this Feeling, 
still intense and vivified, that man is a 
GENIUS. He is a genius, whether he 
write a poem of but three stanzas or 
stop short after having written his soul 
into one book of prose. 

John Howard Payne is immortal be- 
cause of “Home, Sweet Home.”” The 
otherwise obscure printer who composed 
“The Old Oaken Bucket” was a genius 
because he touched a universally re- 
sponsive chord in the soul of the world. 
Mrs. Stowe wrote other things, but she 
is an immortal genius because “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" forced itself into her 
brain and heart and out through her 
finger ends in spite of her many du- 
ties as wife, mother and housekeeper. 
“The” Raven” has stamped Poe as a 
genius the world over, though he was 
equally pre-eminent as a_ short-story 
writer. Bryant is known as a genius 
through ‘““Thanatopsis” and “The Death 
of the Flowers.’’ Gray wrote consid- 
erably, but the “Elegy in a Country 
Churchyard” is his imperishable monu-

It should be sponged out occasional- 
ly with warm water, in which a little 
soda had been dissolved, and the drain 
should not be neglected. 

Should ants get into the refrigera- 
tor a saucer of tartar emetic mixed 
with sugar and water should be placed 
therein. It will drive them away. 

Do not think of covering the shelves 
with cloth or paper any more than you 
do the ice. There must be aes circula- 
tion, with consequent, melting of ice, 
to preserve the food therein.—The St.

SAFE IN SALOON! 


P, J. Carmody’s Place Robbed 
During the Night by Some- 
one Who Opened Safe. 


KEYS FOUND IN SIDE DOOR 


Ex-Bartender Taken Into Cus- 
tody in Company With 
Two Other Men. 


While Charles Cornelius, head bar- 
tender at P. J. Carmody’s saloon at 213 
North Eighth street, was reporting the 
robbery of the saloon -at 6 o'clock this 
morning to the Central District police 
two Chestnut Street Station patrolmen 
were taking charge of Thomas Quin- 
livan, formerly employed as a barten- 
der by P. J. Carmody. He was in the 
company of Tony Swanson and John 
Regan. 

Cornelius found a side door and side 
window open when he went on duty at 
5:50 a. m. Thureday. Thinking some- 
thing was wrong, he ran to the safe 
behind the bar and found it open and 
empty. 

He then rushed to the telephone and 
reported the robbery to the Central Dis- 
trict Station. While Cornelius waa. en- 
gaged in relating the details of the 
saloon robbery to the Central District 
policemen Spillane and Lane of the 
Chestnut Street Station discovered 
Quinlivan in the company of Swanson 
and Regan at Third street and Wash- 
ington avenue. 

The two patrolmen say they suspect- 
ed something wrong on account of the 
police records of Swanson and Regan. 
Following the trio, Spillane and Lane 
saw them go into the saloon of T. A. 
Wengler at Third street and Washing- 
ton avenue. 


Men Dividing Money. 

When the policemen entered the 
loon they found Quinlivan lying wi 
his head on the table in a stupor while 
Regan and Swanson were dividing $95, 
which the police believe was taken 
from dQuinlivan. Thinking the latter 
Was @ Stranger and had innocently fall- 
en into the-hands of two confidence 
men, the police took him to the station 
to sober up. 

They were booking the case when the 
Central District police notified Chestnut 
street of the Carmody robbery. Two 
keys found in the unlocked side door 
of Carmody’s saloon were given to 
Quinlivan while he was relieving Cor- 
nelius, so the latter told the police, a 
short time ago. The combination of the 
safe is known to the bartenders who 
open up and handle the cash. 

The safe at Canmody’s was rified 
Wednesday night of all its contents, 
consisting of $130 or more in cash and 
numerous papers, the value of which is 
not known | to o the _police.

of Sakhalin and indemnity), a new ar- 
ticle providing for an arrangement by 
which Japan should get legal title to 
the southern half of Sakhalin, which 
she possessed before the treaty of 1876, 
while Russia should redeem or repur- 
chase her title to the northern half of 
the island for 1,200,000,000 yen or $600,- 
000, 000. 

While k is Mr. Roosevelt's proposi- 
tion in substance, the Associated Press 
is informed that as offered yesterday it 
varies slightly from the terms of the 
compromise as the President suggested 
it to both sides. 

In exactiy what particular cannot be 
ascertained. Kussia, it can be stated, 
while rejccting the compromise  be- 
cause it included remuneration for cost 
of the war under another name, was 
willing, and indeed offered the Island 
of Sakhalin by not only restoring the 
status quo existing before the treaty 
of 1876, but to delimic the frontier and 
forvver renounce all claim to the south- 
ern half. 


Indemnity the Trouble. 


With articles 10 and 11 out of the way 
by Japanese recession and article 5 set- 
tled by compromise, the only thing 
which remained was the indemnity, 
which has been a stone wall across the 
path of a complete agreement. 

Under the financial head Russia offers 
to pay liberally for the maintenance of 
the Russian prisoners in Japan. Her 
cession of the Chinese Eastern Railroad 
also will place a tidy sum in the Japan- 
ese exchequer, but further than that M. 
Witte has as yet no instructions to go. 

So the situation stood yesterday when 
the conference adjourned until Satur- 
day.

CARMI, Ill., Aug. %#—An abatement 
of the yellow fever excitement resulted

fever. The physicians’ diagnosis caused 
relief here ag the report had quickly 
spread that yellow tever had entered 
the whole country. 

The negro in this case came from 
Shreveport It is positively assertea 
by P. Draiss of that city but now 
in St. Louis, that there has been no 
yellow fever in Shreveport. 


MILITARY RULE MAY BE 
DECLARED IN LOUISIANA. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDW ORLEANS, Aug. &4.—Twelve 
new cases and three deaths is the rec- 
ord up to noon today, with the Italian 
quarter still evidencing the larger num- 
ber. 

This morning Mayor Behrman §re- 
turned from Baton Rouge, where he had 
gone by special train to interview Gov. 
Blanchard, but while declining to state 
the purpose of his visit, it is generally 
conceded that it had to do with the call- 
ing dut of the militia ‘to patrol the 
Italian quarter in case there occurred a 
repetition of the trouble which the 
ignorant and superstitious Italians have 
constantly given to the health authori- 
ties. 

The conditions in the State have 
reached such a desperate point that 
New Orleans is now quarantining 
against the outside points. It has been 
ordered that the detention camps that 
have been for people wanting to get out 
side of New Orleans, now be used for 
those wishing to enter. 

The record of Wednesday was only 
fair with 68 new cases and 5 deaths. 
This makes a total of 1556 cases and 219 
deaths. Bighteen new cases were re- 
ported in the State. 

Dr. White has issued a statement that 
soldiers will be ordered out in the rura] 
districts unless the instructions issued 
by physicians are regarded. The new 
cases in the city yesterday were all in 
the infected district, and none of the 
new patients is prominent. 

The fever continues to spread at Riv- 
erside and Patterson, in St. Mary’s, and 
in the parishes of Jefferson, St. Charles, 
St. Bernard and St. John, which are in 
close proximity to New Orleans. 

A case of yellow fever has developed 
here in the parish prison.
